Washington, D. C., July

farmers of the West were warned by 
Chairman William A. Oldfield of the 
Democratic 
ational 
Congressional 
Committee, today that they can nev ­ 
er get real farm relief legislation as 
long as they insist upon preserv ation 
of “robber tariffs’’ and allow them­ 
selv es to be dominated by the forces 
of the Administration. 
If the Western farm ers will 
de­ 
mand a reduction of the tariff on the 
articles whcih they hav e to buy and 
will adv ocate a fair readjustment of 
tariff rates generally, he said, 
the 
agriculturalist of the South will join 
them in bringing about 
the 
enact­ 
ment of legislation which will meet 
the needs of both sections. 
Chairman Oldfield’s statement was 
the result of the action of the 
Iowa 
Republicans in endorsing 
President 
Coolidge and his “economy”. 
He in­ 
sisted that the farmers of the coun­ 
try not only will not obtain adequate 
relief legislation, but will not 
ev en 
receiv e fair consideration 
of 
their 
problems as long as the Coolidge Ad­ 
ministration is in power. 
Mr. Oldfield did not contend that a 
downward rev ision of the tariff 
on 
the articles the farm er has to 
buy 
would solv e all 
his 
difficulties. 
He 
did insist, howev er, that it was 
the 
first and most important 
step. 
De­ 
nouncing as “bunk” assertions by tar­ 
iff protected “high moguls” 
of 
the 
Republican party, that reductions in 
tariff would mean ruination of their 
industries and lower wage scales and 
liv ing conditions, Mr. Oldfield said: 
“There are more 
than 
35,000,000 
wage earners employed in industries 
that do not pretend to receiv e high 
tariff benefits, but on the other hand, 
only 
its 
burdens. 
There 
are 
not 
more than six or sev en million wage 
earners in these high tariff industr­ 
ies. 
As a rule they 
receiv e 
lower 
wages 
and 
lower 
standards than 
those employed in the other indus­ 
tries which receiv e no aid from 
the 
tariff. 
These latter av ocations 
in­ 
clude the automobile, packing, rail­ 
road, lumber, boot and shoe, oil, and 
paper and printing industries, as well 
as the building trade”.

Over 2000 miles of ether the presi­ 
dent joined with the people of Colo­ 
rado in the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary 
of 
their 
admission to 
statehood. 
President Coolidge’s speech teemed 
with political history. 
He recited the 
early visits of the Spanish explorers, 
the discovery of gold by Jackson and 
Gregory in 1858, praised Dfr*V Woot- 
un. Kit 
.wtrrt‘ and the other 
pio­ 
neers, described the 
covered 
wagon 
and the Leadville and Cripple Creek

camps, resulting

hardy prospectors. 
But with this laudation completed 
the president climaxed and completed 
his speech with a Jeffersonian call to 
the states to stand out for their own 
rights against the bureaucratic ten 
dencies at Washington. He declared:

manded of him, and which he prom ­ 
ised to giv e, I 
pronou nce 
him 
an 
equ iv ocating scou ndrel 
and a 
base 
coward. 
W’illiam Cu mmings. 
In a few hou rs another notice was 
tacked u p beneath the foregoing. 
It 
read: 
I gratu itou sly offered Col. Cu m­ 
mings the 
satisfaction 
du e 
a 
gentlem an, when in the estim a­ 
tion of the whole commu nity he 
was disgraced and 
u nworthy of 
n o tic e ....I am perfectly conv inc­ 
ed that from inqu iries which no 
gentlem an wou ld make, he 
as­ 
certained my mode of shooting: 
and therefore refu sed 
to 
meet 
me u ntil he cou ld obtain fu rther 
tim e to practice. I 
hav e 
seen 
Col. Cu mmings on tlfe

combat, bracing

nerv es with artificial stim u lants. 
I know him to be a coward, who 
has been driv en 
to 
desperation 
to the cou rse he has 
pu rsu ed; 
and am satisfied that he will not 
meet any man u nless he su pposes 
he has a decided adv antage 
in 
the contest. 
George M’Du ffie 
Cu mmings stay ed in Greenv ille for 
sev eral day s try ing to get 
McDu ffie 
to fight, bu t for reasons w'hich may 
hav e been the best in the w-orld the 
Sou th Carolinian continu ed to prefer 
the pen to the horse pistol. 
In 18 26 , when Secretary of State 
Henry Clay challenged Senator Jno. 
Randolph of Virginia, the latter went 
to the field determ ined to fire in the 
air, bu t ex pecting to be killed 
by 
Clay . 
Randolph cou ld not 
disclose 
this to his second, of cou rse, becau se 
that official wou ld hav e been bou nd 
by the Code to prev ent the meeting. 
The Virginian confided his plan to a 
colleagu e in the Senate, Thomas H art 
Benton of Missou ri. 
Benton was fa ­ 
m iliar with the Code, too. 
He 
had 
killed one man and broken 
Andrew 
Jacksons arm ’—after which, howev ­ 
er, he left Tennessee and mov ed 
to 
St. tLou is, making no bones of 
the 
fact that he had no desire to be too 
near to Jackson when he got 
well. 
Bu t later he and Old Hickory became 
the closest kind of friends. 
Benton rem onstrated with 
Ran­ 
dolph, bu t the Virginian said his no­ 
tion of honor wou ld not perm it him 
to decline the meeting, and his con­ 
science wou ld not let him risk mak­ 
ing a widow of Mrs. Clay and an or­ 
phan of her little boy . 
W hat cou ld a 
gentlem an do? 
Mr. Benton cou ld not 
answer th at qu estion, so when 
the 
day came Randolph wrote a codicil 
to his will and pu t all of his affairs 
in shape to die. 
Two fires were ex ­ 
changed. a fter which both marksmen 
dropped their weapons and spontane­ 
ou sly ru shed 
together 
and 
shook 
hands. 
“ You owe me 
a coat, 
Mr. Clay ”, 
Senator Randolph said, pu tting his 
finger throcgh a bu llet hole. 
“I am glad the debt is no greater” , 
replied the Secretary of State.

Floy d C. Shoemaker, 
Missou ri is prou d of the fact that 
the first English newspaper establish­ 
ed west of the Mississippi riv er was 
w’ithin her borders. 
This was 
the 
Missou ri Gazette fou nded in St. Lou is 
in 18 08 . 
Some of the early newspa­ 
pers ex isted only a y ear or two 
and 
changed hands du ring ev en that brief 
time. 
In v iew of these facts the his­ 
tory of the Palm y ra Spectator is ex ­ 
ceptional. 
It has been in ex istence 
since A u gu st 3, 18 39; and, what 
is 
more ex traordinary , has been u nder 
continu ou s m anagem ent. 
It is wide­ 
ly known as “the oldest family news­ 
paper in M issou ri” . 
Jacob Sosey , the fou nder of 
the 
paper, 
was 
born 
Ju ly 5 , 
18 08 in 
Franklin Cou nty Pennsy lv ania. 
A f­ 
te r learning the printer’s trade 
he 
serv ed on the Adam cou nty Sentinel, 
G etty sbu rg, Pennsy lv ania; and 
then 
on the staff of the Stau nton Specta­ 
tor, Stau nton, Va. 
In 18 38 , u pon the 
inv itation of citizens of Marion cou n­ 
ty , Missou ri he came to Marion cou n­ 
ty wdth the intention of establishing 
a newspaper at Palm y ra, the cou nty 
seat. 
A fter inv estigating the situ a­ 
tion he decided that 
there 
was not 
su fficient demand for a paper in that 
locality . 
He then decided to bu y 
a 
farm near Independence*. 
Bu t 
the 
citizens of Marion cou nty were 
in­ 
sistent and he retu rned to Palm y ra, 
establishing The Missou ri Whig and 
General A dv ertiser 
on 
Au gu st 
3, 
18 39. 
It was a small paper with 
a 
long name. 
In a few y ears the name 
was shortened to The Missou ri Whig. 
The colu mns were filler! with 
ac­ 
cou nts of ev ents in the East, 
hap­ 
penings in St. Lou is, nu merou s poli­ 
tical articles, and “filler” consisting 
of stories and jokes. 
With the ex cep­ 
tion of one brief accou nt of a death 
and a m arriage annou ncement 
the 
first issu e of the paper contained no 
local news. 
The adv ertising consist­ 
ed of the u su al notices of that day — 
offerings of slav es, 
time 
tables 
of 
Mississippi and Missou ri riv er boats, 
a few professional cards, and notic­ 
es by local m erchants. 
Ow’ing to the 
scarcity of newspapers in that locali­ 
ty , many people in nearby cou nties 
sent their 
adv ertisem ents 
to 
P al­ 
m y ra’s newspaper. 
As its name indicates The Missou ri 
Whig was W hig in politics. 
Palm y ra 
was located in the center of one 
of 
the largest slav e cou nties 
in 
the 
State and many of its citizens, as 
in 
Boone cou nty , were adherents of the 
W hig party . 
Mr. Sosey was an ard ­ 
ent su pporter of the party as long as 
any portion of it remained in ex ist­ 
ence. 
Then he became strongly Dem­ 
ocratic. 
It is interesting to note that du r­ 
ing the try ing period of the 
Civ il 
W ar when many newspapers 
su s­ 
pended 
pu blication. 
The 
Missou ri 
W’hig, with the ex ception of 
a 
few 
weeks, did not miss 
a 
pu blication. 
This is the more u nu su al when we re­ 
call that Marion cou nty was the scene 
of mu ch m ilitary activ ity and politi­ 
cal controv ersy du ring the war, and 
that Mr. Sosey , althou gh a N orthern­ 
er by birth, was known to be a strong 
Sou thern sy m pathizer, and had two 
sons serv ing 
in 
the 
Confederate 
arm y . 
It was in Marion cou nty that 
the u nfortu nate tragedy known 
as 
the “ Palm y ra M assacre” took 
place, 
an ev ent whcih is best 
described in 
the words of Lord Bacon: “ W ar hath 
a mu ltitu de of cru elties and iniqu it­ 
ies in its train, not easily to be told”. 
Du e to his ability and pru dence 
Mr. 
Sosey was able 
to keep 
a 
neu tral 
cou rse and to w eather the storm s of 
w ar when many 
newspapers 
were 
fou ndering. 
Since the fou nding of the paper on 
A u gu st 3, 18 39 u p u ntil the present 
tim e, the paper has been u nder 
the 
continu ou s m anagem ent of the Sosey 
fam ily . 
Jacob Sosey 
the 
fou nder, 
was m anager of the paper from the 
date of its establishm ent u ntil 
the 
tim e of his death in 18 8 8 . 
He was 
also editor of the paper du ring that 
tim e with the ex ception 
of 
a brief 
period from 18 5 9 to 18 6 3 when his 
son, H arper R. Sosey , was editor. Up­ 
on the son’s death in 18 6 3, the father 
resu med entire charge of the paper, 
naming* it The 
Palm y ra 
Spectator. 
Mr. Sosey gained a distinction which 
few editors in the United States hav e 
had—he participated activ ely in tw el­ 
v e presidential elections. At the time 
of his death, hav ing attained the age 
of eighty y ears, he was 
the 
oldest 
newspaper man in the State of Mis­ 
sou ri. 
He belonged w’ith Col. W. B. 
Rogers, 
Col. J. Wes 
Goodwin and 
others, to that worthy class of 
men 
w’ho choose “to wear ou t rather than 
ru st ou t”. 
In 18 8 4, Frank H. Sosey ,a son by 
a second m arriage, became a member 
of the firm. 
On the fath er’s death 
in 18 8 8 the firm became Sosey Bro­ 
thers, consisting of Frank H. and J. 
M. Sosey , who are the present own­ 
ers of the paper. 
Frank H., 
the 
senior member, is an activ e worker 
in politics. 
He was elected to 
the 
43rd General Assembly , and was re­ 
elected to the 44th. 45 th and 46 th As­ 
semblies. 
While serv ing in this ca­ 
pacity he aided in 
sponsoring 
the 
good road mov ement in Missou ri by 
introdu cing * constitu tional amend-

i Scott Cou nty . Watch ou t for these 
spiders as they may cau se qu ite a bit 
of inju ry . 
The damage done by these 
mites is sometimes confu sed with cot­ 
ton ru st. 
These mites are v ery min­ 
u te in size hav ing a reddish brown 
color and are v ery prolific. On plants 
bothered with them the leav es tu rn 
y ellow, wilt, droop and finally fall off. 
To prev ent the 
spread of 
the 
red 
spider the destru ction of all w*eeds 
and trash arou nd the field shou ld be 
destroy ed in the winter 
and 
early 
spring. 
The most 
simple 
way 
of 
checking the spread in the field is to 
plow u nder or pu ll u p and bu rn all 
infested stalks. Be carefu l after hav ­ 
ing done this to stay ou t of the good 
cotton u ntil y ou r clothes hav e 
been 
changed, as y ou may carry many 
of 
these small spiders in y ou r clothing 
to the thrifty plants.

Before treatin g, it 
is

that the timber be peeled an d thor­ 
ou ghly season ed.

Peelin g is don e most 
easily du rin g the sprin g mon ths, bu t 
may be carried on at other season s 
of the y ear. The posts to be treated 
hou ld be peeled from three to fou r 
mon ths, depen din g u pon the weather, 
before treatm en t, an d open -piled in a 
dry place to effect proper season in g.

COTTON GRADING SCHOOLS 
FOR SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 


Columbia, July 27.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the holding 
of 25 cotton grading schools in the 
counties of Dunklin, Pemiscot, Stod­ 
dard, Mississippi, 
Scott 
and 
New 
Madrid during August, according to 
an annoucement by the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture which is co-oper­ 
ating with the cotton associations in 
the programs for the schools. A cot­ 
ton grading contest in which farm ­ 
ers will grade samples of cotton is to 
be a feature of each 
school. 
This 
part of the program will be in charge 
of M. E. Hill, government 
licensed 
cotton classer of Little Rock, Ark., 
who will bring with him a set of the 
Universal Standards for the 
various 
grades of cotton. 
This will make it 
possible for the first time for many 
farmers to see and use a set of the 
United 
States 
Government 
Cotton 
Standards. 
In addition to the prizes 
which will be awarded the winners in 
each local grading contest, the South­ 
east 
Missouri 
Trust 
Company 
of 
Cape Girardeau has offered a ten dol- 
entire district as a grand 
champion 
lar gold piece to the winner in 
the 
prize. 
The schools are being 
held again 
this year in the five leading cotton 
counties of the State after they were 
tried out in a small way last year and 
found unusually 
successful 
and 
of 
great practical value to cotton 
pro­ 
ducers many of whom are not famili­ 
ar with cotton 
grades and 
staples, 
and therefore, values. 
Another important feature of the 
program will deal with the economics 
of cotton 
production. 
The relation 
of supply to price of cotton is gener­ 
ally not well 
understood 
of 
many 
farmers and this subject will be dis­ 
cussed by H. C. Hensley of the Mis­ 
souri 
College of 
Agriculture 
and 
special attention will be paid to cur­ 
rent conditions such as the carry ov­ 
er of low grade cotton; production 
and supply of cotton this year, 
and 
probable price trends during the sea­ 
son. 
Excursions are being arranged by 
county extension agents 
to enable 
those attending the cotton schools to 
visit the cotton experiment fields of 
which one or more is located in each 
of the leading cotton producing coun­ 
ties. 
These fields, which are operat­ 
ed under the direction of the College 
of Agriculture, are designed to deter­ 
mine by experiment the best varie­ 
ties, fertilizers and spacing practices 
for the different soil types in 
the 
various counties. Two years 
results 
are now available from these fields 
and the third crop will be seen grow­ 
ing. 
In most cases the cotton 
schools 
will be 
conducted 
throughout 
the 
day at each place where 
held. 
The 
meeting places will be 
well 
lighted

schools where the facilities for secur­ 
ing a true light for the grading work 
can be had.

When Zachary Taylor was Presi­ 
dent his son-in-lnw, Jefferson Davis, 
was in the Senate from Mississippi. 
Colonel 
Bissell, afterward G overnor'^le OVer 
of Illinois, was in the House. Biased 
had commanded an Illinois regiment 
in the War with Mexico. 
During

debate one day an enemy of Bissell’s 
declared that nothing but the brav­ 
ery of Colonel Jefferson Davis 
had 
saved a certain battle after Bissell 
and his regiment had run away. Bis­ 
sell jumped up and said that that 
was not the way of it. 
His bravery 
had saved the day after Davis 
had 
run away. 
Wh«*n news of this reach­ 
ed the other wing of the Capitol Sen­ 
ator Davis sent a challenge to Rep­ 
resentative Bissell. 
Bissell stipulut- 


him down. 
After the challenge, De­ 
catur acted as 
Bainhridge’s 
second 
and stipulated four paces—a 
pretty 
close range. 
Cochran's friends 
ob­ 
jected, saying Decatur was too care­ 
less of the 
life 
of 
his 
principal. 
Whereupon Decatur offered 
to 
sub­ 
stitute himself for the 
midshipman 
at four paces. Cochran chose to fight 
Bainbrdige, however. 
The short dis­ 
tance upset the Englishman’s nerves, 
which was what Decatur had counted 
on. 
Bainhridge killed his man at the 
first fire. 
On another occasion two American 
ensigns presented pistols the muzzles 
of W’hich touched each other’s breast.

I know him to he a coward, who

meet any man unlesR he supposes

George M’Duffie 
Cummings stayed in Greenville for 
several days trying to get 
McDuffie 
to fight, hut for reasons which may 
have lH*en the best in the world the 
South Carolinian continued to prefer 
the pen to the horse pistol. 
In 1826, when Secretary of State 
Henry Clay challenged Senator Jno. 
Randolph of Virginia, the latter went 
to the field determined to fire in the 
air, but expecting to be killed 
by 
Clay. 
Randolph could not 
disclose 
this to his second, of course, because 
that official would have been bound 
by the Code to prevent the meeting. 
The Virginian confided his plan to a 
colleague in the Senate, Thomas Hart 
Benton of Missouri. 
Benton was fa­ 
miliar with the Code, too. 
He 
had 
killed one man and broken 
Andrew 
Jacksons arm’—after which, howev­ 
er, he left Tennessee and moved 
to 
St. tLouis, making no bones of 
the 
fact that he had no desire to he too 
near to Jackson when he got 
well. 
But later he and Old Hickory became 
the closest kind of friends. 
Benton bemonetrated with 
Ran­ 
dolph, but the Virginian said his no­ 
tion of honor would not permit him 
to decline the meeting, and his con­ 
science would not let him risk mak­ 
ing a widow of Mrs. Clay and an or­ 
phan of her little boy. 
What could a 
gentleman do? 
Mr. Benton could not 
answer that question, so when 
the 
day came Randolph wrote a codicil 
to his will and put all of his affairs 
in shape to die. 
Two fires were ex­ 
changed, after which both marksmen 
dropped their weapons and spontane­ 
ously rushed 
together 
and 
shook 
hands. 
“ You owe me 
a coat, 
Mr. Clay", 
Senator Randolph said, putting his 
finger throcgh a bullet hole. 
“I am glad the debt is no greater”, 
replied the Secretary of State. 


THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker, 
Missouri is proud of the fact that 
the first English newspaper establish­ 
ed west of the Mississippi river was 
within her borders. 
This was 
the 
Missouri Gazette founded in St. Louis 
in 1808. 
Some of the early newspa­ 
pers existed only a year or two and 
changed hands during even that brief 
time. 
In view of these facts the his­ 
tory of the Palmyra Spectator is ex­ 
ceptional. 
It has been in existence 
since August 8, 18.19; and, what 
is 
more extraordinary, has been under 
continuous management. 
It is wide­ 
ly known as “the oldest family news­ 
paper in Missouri”. 
Jacob Sosey, the founder of 
the 
paper, 
was 
born 
July 5, 
1808 in 
Franklin County Pennsylvania. 
Af­ 
ter learning the printer’s trade 
he 
served on the Adam county Sentinel, 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania; and 
then 
on the staff of the Staunton Specta­ 
tor, Staunton, Va. 
In 1818, upon the 
invitation of citizens of Marion coun­ 
ty, Missouri he cam«* to Marion coun­ 
ty with the intention of establishing 
a newspaper at Palmyra, the county 
seat. 
After investigating the situa­ 
tion he decided that 
there 
was not 
sufficient demand for a paper in that 
locality. 
He then decided to buy 
a 
farm near Independence. 
But 
the 
citizens of Marion county were 
in­ 
sistent and he returned to Palmyra, 
establishing The Missouri Whig and 
General Advertiser 
on 
August 
1, 
1819. 
It was a small paper with 
a 
long name. 
In a few years the name 
was shortened to The Missouri Whig. 
The columns were filled with 
ac­ 
counts of events in the East, 
hap­ 
penings in St. IiOuis, numerous poli­ 
tical articles, and “filler” consisting 
of stories and jokes. 
With the excep­ 
tion of one brief account of a death 
and a marriage announcement 
the 
first issue of the paper contained no 
local news. 
The advertising consist­ 
ed of the usual notices of that day— 
offerings of slaves, 
time 
tallies 
of 
Mississippi and Missouri river boats, 
a few professional cards, and notic­ 
es by local merchants. Owing to the 
scarcity of new spaper in that locali­ 
ty, many people in nearby counties 
sent their 
advertisements 
to 
Pal­ 
myra’s newspaper. 
As its name indicate- The Missouri 
Whig was Whig in politics. 
Palmyra 
was located in the center of one 
of 
the largest slave counties 
in 
the 
State and many of its citizens, as 
in 
Boone county, were adherents of the 
Whig party. 
Mr. Sosey was an ard­ 
ent supporter of the party as long as 
any portion of it remained in exist­ 
ence. Then he became strongly Dem­ 
ocratic. 
It is interesting to note that dur­ 
ing the trying period of the 
Civil 
War when many newspapers 
sus 
pended 
publication. 
The 
Missouri 
Whig, with the exception of 
a 
few 
weeks, did not miss 
a 
publication. 
This is the more unusual when we re­ 
call that Marion county was the scene 
of much military activity and p^liti 
oal controversy during the war, and 
that Mr. Sosey, although a Northern 
er by birth, was known to he a strong 
Southern sympathizer, and had two 
sons serving 
in 
the 
Confederate 
army. 
It was in Marion county that 
the unfortunate tragedy known 
as 
the “Palmyra Massacre” took 
place 
an event whcih is best 
described in 
the words of I»rd Bacon: “War hath 
a multitude of cruelties and iniquit

“the palest ink is better than 
most retentive 
memory” 
complete 
hies of the newspaper have h«*en pre­ 
served. They may now be foun«i in a 
fire-proof vault in the Palmyra court 
house. 
The paper in the old 
issues 
was made of pure rag 
and 
shows 
little sign of age 
at 
the 
present 
time. 
So neatly and carefully 
wras 
the 
paper 
alw'ays 
prepared 
that, 
could Jacob Sosey now* compare 
its 
early issues with a modern newspa­ 
per, he w«>uld still feel pride in 
his 
workmanship as a printer and 
his 
ability and intregrity as a journalist.

souri.

Company 
of 
Cape G irardeau has offered a ten dol- 
entire district as a grand 
champion 
lar gold piece to the winner in

prize. 
The schools are being 
held again 
this year in the five leading cotton 
counties of the State after they were 
tried out in a small way last year and 
found unusually 
successful 
and

great practical value to cotton

ducers many of whom are not fam ili­ 
ar with cotton

and therefore, values. 
Another im portant featu re of the 
program will deal with the economics
